| FRANCE AND THE UNITED STATES. 

It was inevitable that what France had done at 
Versailles should at last bring her into controversy 
with the United States. She did not deal fairly with 
the United States, and all unfairness comes to judg- 
ment in time. : 

Excellent military strategists though the French 
are, they do not distinguish themselves in political 
economy. Clemenceau, who dominated the peace 
conference at Versailles, thought only of holding Ger- 
many where some 22 other nations had helped France 
to put her. If he was unconscious of Germany's 
importance to what Mr. Hoover calls the world econ- 
omy, he did not materially differ from any other 
Frenchman then or now. The unique career of Briand, 
whose United States of Europe is the only big idea 
put out by any European statesman since the war, 
derives from love of peace and good will among men, 
not from a material appreciation of all the factors 
sustaining such a world as we have today. Had Mr. 
Wilson been capable of mastering Clemenceau at Ver- 
sailles, the situation which Mr. Hoover seeks to alle- 
viate at this Jate day would never have arisen. The 
Germans could have made after the Franco-Prussian 
War the same mistake the French made after the 
World War; but they enjoyed the leadership of the 
practical Bismarck. It would not have been like Bis- 
marck to believe that one of the great nations can de- 
stroy another. That did for Rome and Carthage, but 
ours is another time. 

Except for the French, we might have lost the War 
of the Revolution. We discharged that obligation in 
the World War. Except for us, France might have 
gone down under the heel of Germany. Had she done 
so, the Germans would hardly be sitting on her today. 
Germany is an industrial nation. Her interdepend- 
ence is such that her economic necessities must take 
precedence over mere sentiment. The French, never 
a great factor in what Bertrand Russell calls the 
mechanistic world, and only entering it since the 
World War, put sentiment first. They mourned the 
loss of Alsace and Lorraine for more than 40 years.

Ramsay MacDonald, Premier of Great Britain, says 
the United States is “the greatest nation which now 
exists on the face of the earth.” 

That is a generous appraisal, one that should in- 
duce us to consider how far it is deserved. The Unit- 
ed States is still a young nation. Lord Bryce called 
it an experiment, and George Bernard Shaw considers 
it still an experiment. In the life of a nation the 
span from 1776 to 1931 is brief. The Roman Empire 
endured for almost 1000 years. The Egyptian Empire 
lasted even longer. There have been Oriental records 
in this respect beside which our own is as nothing. 

The United States, unlike Topsy, has not “just 
growed.” We owe a great deal to the natural wealth 
of: one of the great treasure houses of the world; 
but we owe more to the wisdom of the men who 
founded the republic. They were the product of a 
school of thought which sprang up in the latter half 
of the eighteenth century. Its place in political sci- 
ence is unique. James G. Blaine said of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whose impress upon the United States was 
perhaps greater than that of any other man, that his 
was the farthest-seeing and most comprehensive mind 
of any of the Presidents. This judgment was recent- 
ly confirmed by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler. Lord 
Bryce thought that history had never seen the equals 
at one time of the group of men whose ideals have 
by this time spread over most of the habitable earth. 
The faith of those men was very simple. It is perfectly 
expressed in the Constitution and the Bill of Rights. 
Jefferson and his associates knew quite well what 
had been wrong with the world. They knew that hu- 
man greed is at last the doom of all men’s aspira- 
tions. All civilization, as H. G. Wells expresses it, 
has been for too few people. It took the world cen- 
turies to put down human slavery. It took it still 
other centuries to put down feudalism. To separate 
church and state is so difficult that even today it 
has not been altogether accomplished.

S it merely a coincidence that there 
| have been more revolutions in the Latin 

American republics since Secretary Stim- 
s0n adopted the policy of extending prompt 
recognition to revolutionary governments 
than there were in any other period of 
their history? Certainly it is difficult to 
escape the conclusion that even though 
such a policy may not cause revolutions, it 
tends to encourage rather than to discour- 
age them. 

Since no one. questions that the peaceful 
and stable development of Latin America 
is in the best intcrest of the United States, 
the policy of this Government evidently 
Should be shaped with that end in view. 
Its policy shoulq certainly be broader in 
scope and purpose than to be concerned 
primarily with the technica] recognition of 
new g0Overnments that have come into 
existence through force. A _ far-sighted 
policy which aimed to encourage demo- 
cratic government and economic progress 
in Latin Americ2 would mean- that we 
should have fewer occasions to trouble 
Ourselves about the recognition of revolu- 
tionary governments, about the protection 
of American lives, and about the regula- 
tion of traffic in arms. 

It has been due to the failure to take 
preventive and corrective measures that 
the United States has repeatedly intervened 
by force in the Caribbean and in Central 
America and that military occupations have 
succeeded military interventions. with all 
of the attendant evils. We should have 
learned by now that the enforcement of 
peace from outside does not remove the 
basic causes which make men _ freSort to 
revolution. It is futile for the United States 
to delude itself into believing — as it has 
done upon so many occasions—that it can 
impose a lasting peace artificially by force 
of arms.

The general sentiment of Latin America 
toward the United States is one of suspic- 
ion, fear and latent hostility. The logical 
queries must be: “What are the reasons for 
such conditions?” “How can they be cor- 
rected?” 

The answer to the first of these ques- 
tions can. be stated briefly. First, the in- 
sistence that the other American republics 
are not concerned in either interpretation 
or enforcement of the Monroe Doctrine has 
given rise to misunderstanding, misappre- 
hension and resentment: second, the as- 
sertion on the part of the United States of 
the right of intervention is regarded gener- 
ally throughout Latin America as a viola- 
tion of the accepted doctrines of interna- 
tional law and has created hostility and 
suspicion; third, the maintenance by this 
country of a rigid protective tariff, which 
has never been modified to meet special 
conditions or special exigencies which might 
exist in some latin American republic, has 
not only gravely retarded the healthy 
growth of commercial intercourse but has 
in cértain cases seriously endangered the 
prosperity of the republic in question, 
creating bitter animosity, both individual 
and national, and losing for us many po- 
tential customers. 

How can these conditions be corrected? 
First, consideration should be given to the 
effect of the tariff and other restrictions 


; 


On political and commercial relations with 
Latin America. The framers of our tariff 
acts during the past decade have disre- 
garded the self-evident truth that foreign 
policy must be considered in the framing 
of tariff legislation which seriously ham- 
pers commerce with other nations. We can- 
not have their friendship unless we treat 
them as friends: we cannot build up our 
trade with them unless we let them trude 
with us 

When tariff legisiation {s being framed, 
opinion of the executive department 
charged with the conduct of foreign rela- 
tions should be required whenever sched- 
ules which affect importations from the 
Latin American republics are under con- 
sideration. Whenever the Secretary of State 
can show that the schedules proposed will 
prove fundamentally prejudicial to our 
Latin American relations, his recommenda- 
tions should he given due consideration. 
If the requirements of our Latin American 
policy are considered, one of the chief ob-

stacles to understanding will have been 
removed.

Military intervention in Latin America 


can be justifieq upon only one ground, our 
national safety. The United States has in- 
tervened repeatedly in the smaller re- 
publics of the Caribbean during the past 
quarter century. In most instances the 
threat to our own security was not suffi- 
ciently grave to warrant the action taken. 
Time and again the nations of Latin 
America have heen aroused by our methods, 
The safety of the Panama Cana) Zone, 
while vital to the United States, is at the 
Same time of intimate concern to every re- 
public of this hemisphere, Europeans or 
Asiatic intervention here would not only be 
a threat to the security of the United States; 
it would at the same time be a threat to the 
security of every other American republic. 
If, therefore, military intervention in an 
independent American republic becomes 
essential in the interest of the United 
States, it must at the same time be essential 
in the interest of other American states. 
Why, therefore, should not the United 
States, in case it deems such intervention 
necessary, act in conjunction with the other 


republics? Should the other American 
republics not desire to co-operate, the 
United States would still have the same 


power to proceed with single-handed inter- 
vention. It should do this, however. only 
after the fullest and frankest consultation 
with the other republics, and after due 
notification to them of the reasons which 


have induced it to embark upon such a 


step. The second obstacle to real friend- * 
Ship with Latin America thus would vanish.

By its very nature, the Monroe Doctrine 
is the opposite of aggressive. The very 
causes which brought it into being should 
preserve it from the teint of imperialism. 
Yet because the United States has believed 
that it was entitled to reserve to itself 
alone the responsibility of maintaining and 
interpreting the Doctrine, there has grown 
up in Latin America a serious misconcep- 
tion of the Doctrine’s true intent, apd this 
has prepared the ground for the belief

Man’s Money Value 


HE value of an individual hu- 
man life cannot be measured in 
terms of money. 

What mother, for example, could 
say how much her child is worth 
to her, except tin the endearing 
terms of “millions and millions,” 

And yet in socicty as a whole 
each individual has a monetary val- 
ue. It costs money to bring a child 
into the world, to feed, clothe, 
house and éducate it. 

These costs can be estimated, if 
not for specific individuals, at least 
for groups of individuals. 

It is of value to know these costs, 
for they can serve as an intelligent 
basis on which to determine com- 
pensation for personal injury and 
in directing and stimulating trends 
in public health work. 

It is also a help in certain cir- 
cumstances to be able to conceive 
of one’s self and associates in terms 
of business investments, for ne 
community and no civilization can 
long survive if its essential affairs 
are conducteq contrary to good 
business. 

Drs. Bublin and Lotka have writ- 
ten a book on “The Money Value 
of Man.” In it they calculate the 
average cost of being born at $250. 
The average cost to the parents of 
bringing up a child to the age of 
18 is $7425. 

To the community, however, 
the costs are substantially higher, 
‘for out of every 100,000 children 
born only 87,182 will reach the 
eighteenth year. Due to premature 
death, 12,818 will have dropped 
out of the running. 

As an economic investment chil- 
dren represent fortunes which good 
business sense would urge one to 
safeguard with all the means avail- 
able. 

In society someone has to pay 
the bill for premature death, for 
sickness and for all impaired lives. 
Ultimately these costs are assessed 
upon all living and productive per- 
sons, adding to their economic bur- 
dens. 

This realization is devold of sen- 
timent, but it is wholesome and 
deserves to be dwelt upon.
